E first big battle on German soil was reported to be in 
progress yesterday east of Aachen, following the. new 


offensives launched on Thursday. 


Further advances 


towards the Ruhr and the Rhine were made by the 
American Ist and 9th Armies. 


The main news from the four other Allied armies now on 


the offensive is:— 


BRITISH 2nd ARM Y—General 
Dempsey’s men are closing 
up to the Zig Canal, to whose 
eastern bank the Germans 
have withdrawn preparatory 
to making a stand; 


US. 3rd ARMY — The 
Americans yesterday tightened 
their grip on Metz, and the 
Verdun forts to the west of 
the city are now surrounded; 


Although a screen of security is 
blacking out the area and extent of 
the U.S. advances, General Hodges’s 
men have captured several small 
towns, and preliminary reports say 
they are making excellent progress 
on a fairly wide front. i 

Further north, between Geilen- 
kirchén and Eschweiler, General 
Simpson 's troops yésterday beat off 
the first German counter-attack 
thrown in against them. It was 
the usual quick German reaction to 
a strong Allied thrust, but it failed 
to halt the 9th Army, who are pres- 
sing on over ground which has been 
heavily mined and booby-trapped. 

The German News Agency stated 
last night: “The U.S. 9th Army 
has gained ground south of Geilen- 
kirchen, advancing a mile or two 
between Immendorf and Beggendorf 
in the direction of Brummern and 
Puffendorf (half-way between Geilen- 
kirchen and Julich). 

“An American break-through 
attempt from Puffendorf to the 
north-east towards Gereonsweiler 
was met by a well-prepared counter- 
attack, which~smashed up the most 
advanced American group.’ . 


NEAR FRONTIER 


The American 3rd Army widened 
its Moselle bridgehead to within 
five miles of Germany and increased 
its pressure on Metz _ yesterday. 
Forces led by cavalry advanced east- 
ward and: approached Remeling, 
only two miles from the German 
border and eighteen miles north- 
east of Thionville. 

Fanning out north-east, other 
troops advanced three and a half 
miles and neared Maneeren, just 
over a mile from the German fron- 
tier and thirteen “miles north- east 
of Thionville. 

General Patton’s forces aré en- 
countering strong rearguard resist- 
ance north of Metz, but units of 
the 95th Division pushed south-west 
of Woippy to Lorry-le-Metz, just 
under 14 miles from the fortress. 

The Ist Army has reached a point 
six miles from Duren after a 3,000- 
yard advance which brought them 
within little more than 20 miles 
of the Rhine. The village of Gress- 
neck, which was captured yesterday 
morning after a house-to-house 
struggle, is now well in Allied hands. 
Gressneck is nine miles south-east 
of Aachen. 

General Hodges’ offensive is pro- 
ceeding “very satisfactorily,” accord- 
ing to a staff officer at Allied H.Q.

Noord canals. 

General Dempsey’s forces, in a

Captain Sertorius, German Over- 
seas News Agency commentator, 
stated last night that the U.S: Ist 
Army had torn a breach in the main 
German lines east of Stolberg (five 
and a half miles east of Aachen).

South 
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Culmination of 
Allied 
Effort in West 


BY OUR MILITARY 
CORRESPONDENT. 


HE general offensive now 
developifg. rapidly along the 
whole length of the Western front 
represents not only ¢he completion 
of the Allied supply organisation in 
France and Belgium, but also a 
decision, to attempt to break the 
German defensive system by the 
application of an immense mass of 
men and materials. . 

The previous efforts, particularly 
Nijmegen and Aachen, represented 
an attempt to exploit a thrust on a 
narrow. front with the prospect of 
gaining vital strategic advantages. 
With respect to the main German 
defensive line, the attacks now being 
launched are, so far, confined to 
the fronts of the 9th, Ist and 3rd 
American Armies, whose assault 
threatens the whole Rhineland from 
the Saar Basin to the Dutch frontier. 
Regarded generally, the offensive 
must be taken as the culmination of 
the Allied’ effort in the West, its 
nature being determined by the 
existing strategic situation. Thus 
weight has been substituted for 
strategic penetration. 

The success achieved will depend 
not only on the strength,: but; more 
largely, on the flexibility of the 
German defence. Should . the 
Germans break at any point, Allied 
penetration would be well nigh un- 
controllable; should they maintain 
control of their line, 
advance would still have to face the 
barrier of the Rhine. 


In Western Italy 


Major ‘forces of the U.S. Fifth 
Army have launched an attack on 
the western coastal sector, accord 
ing to Karl Praegner, Military Cor- 
respondent of the German. News 
Agency. He states that American 
forces, which had achie¥éd a tem- 
porary breakthrough, were pushed 
back into the valleys. 

According to Reuter’s special cor- 
res ent at Allied. Mediterranean 
H.Q.; troops of the Eighth Army 
are less than three miles east of the 
important railway j ion of Russi, 
10 miles south-west of Ravenna, as 
the result of a surprise thrust which 
threatens to outflank the ancient 
city.

“Writers Ignored 
| By Government” 


“The Government is, ignoring the 
writers and supporting the. stupid 
people who produce nothing but hot 
air, and is allowing its. genuine 
writers to leave the country for lack 
of food,” said Mr. Peter Kavanagh, 
M.A., Auditor, who read a paper 
entitled “ Drama and the Celt,” at 
the inaugural meeting of the T.C.D. 
Gaelic Society last night. 

Mr. Kavanagh added that George 
Moore had said that had he written 
in Irish, instead of in English, the 
Irish language would be alive to- 
day. “Produce a literature should 
be the slogan more than speak 
irish,” he said. “ The object of the 
Governmenit appears to be to stifle 
literature. They have now got 
control of the Abbey—thus their 
position is like that of the dog in 
the manger. 

“The Gaelic writers are not able 
Or competent enough to produce a 
drama in Gaelic and those that are 
able to write in English are prac- 
tically excluded from the Theatre. 
The only thing to do is to pay those 
who can write in English—pay them 
really well—to write in Gaelic, and 
only in that manner can the Irish 
language survive. 

Mr. Liam S. Gogan, M.A., Art

Mrs. Jardine is a character who

“Earth and High Heaven” is a 
love-story, the scene of which is set 
in Montreal. Erica Drake, an 
English-Canadian newspaper-woman, 
daughter of one of the best families 
in Montreal, and Marc Reiser, 
a modest, highly-sensitive Jewish 
lawyer, meet and fall in love. Their 
marriage is opposed by both sets 
of parents and by Marc himself. 
The novel is largely concerned with 
the conflict between Erica and ‘her 
parents, and Erica and Marc. 

Charles Drake, the father, is an 
emotional, liberal-minded eccentric 
who is not prepared to put his 
liberal principles into practice when 
faced with the possibility of his 
daughter's marriage to a Jew. 
Already he has resisted, unsuccess- 
fully, his son’s marriage to a French- 
Canadian girl, though here his con- 
viction was not so strong. The 
analysis of the change in Drake's 
attitude towards his favourite 
daughter, from one of friendly con- 
fidence to a bitter semi-constious 
persecution, is most subtly and 
acutely conceived.

soil. The Prime Minister, how- 
ever, pointed out that, much as 
he might welcome such a change 
of venue, he found himself more 
or less in the hands of his 
American and Russian colleagues. 
In all likelihood, therefore, the 
next meeting will be held some- 
where in the Middle East. The 


standing between the three major 
allies requires no emphasis. So 
far, the British and Americans 
have been acting in close concert, 
if for no other reason than 
because their armies and other 
fighting forces have been operat- 
ing side by side. The Russians, 
on the other hand, have been 
acting independently. Presumably, 


fitting in with the general strategy 
of the British and Americans; 
otherwise Marshal Stalin has been 
going his own sweet way. Political 


teaches that the basic policy of 
every nation remains more or less 
constant throughout the ages.

A Home for Music 


This morning there will be 
found in our columns the first list 
of subscribers towards the pro- 
posed new concert hall at the 
Royal Irish Academy of Music. 
For some time the Governors of 
the Academy have felt the need 
of a small theatre in which 
concerts, recitals, and, perhaps, 
dramatic performances might take 
place; and when the opportunity 
arose recently to acquire extra 
space at the rear of the Westland 
row premises they decided to 
appeal for funds with which they 
might enlarge the present Band 
Room to the required size. The 
new concert hall, for which the 
plans already have been approved, 
will have a proper stage, and 
seating accommodation for about 
300 people; its cost will be £2,000. 
Already, as the published list 
shows, subscriptions amounting to 
more than £700 have been 
collected; and one subscriber has 
promised another £100 if the 
balance of £1,200 is subscribed 
before the end of the month. A 
challenge of this sort ought not to 
go unanswered, Every right- 
minded person will be eager to see 
this anonymous dangler of baits 
deprived of the £100 which he has 
been generous enough to offer. 
The object for which the funds are 
required is, indeed, a worthy one. 
No man can count the number 
of recent occasions on which 
speakers and writers have insisted 
that Dublin must have a concert 
hall. The hall that they have in 
mind, of course, is a palatial 
affair of about the same propor- 
tions as New York’s Metro- 
politan Opera House; and, while 
one must join in wishing that 
music in Dublin had so fine a 


years must elapse before any such 
project is launched. In the 
meantime, the R.ILA.M.’s new 
concert hall can help to fill the 
breach. In their appeal for sub- 
scriptions, the Governors have re- 
marked that the new building, as 
well. as being used for the pur- 
poses of the Academy, “could 
be available for the numerous 
musical, dramatic, and other cul- 
tural associations in Dublin 
whose activities are seriously 
handicapped at present owing to 
the absence of a really suitable 
small theatre or concert hall.” 
Subscribers—of whom, we are 
sure, there will be many—may 
feel not only that they are assist- 
ing an institution which has 
fostered fine music in Ireland for 
ninety years, but that they are 
doing a service to the capital and 
the nation.

Free Dental Service 

A comprehensive national dental 
service, free to all, is proposed in 
the report of the Inter-Departmental 
Committee on Dentistry, published 
to-day. A great incredse in Britain’s 
present strength—some 15,000—is 
envisaged, and an annual intake of} 
at least 400 and 500 new dentists 
will be needed, of which the Irish 
schools will undoubtedly provide 
their proportion. i i 

Lord Teviot’s Committee points 
out that, of the thirteen to fourteen 
million people entitled to dental 
benefit under the National Health 
scheme, only seven p.c., on an 
average, claim it each year, and that 
it is the common experience in 
insurance dentistry that people do 
not resort to treatment until a stage 
when the teeth are “ unsaveable.” 

“The state of Britain’s dental 
health is bad, and its effect. on the 
eneral health is bad,” states the 
Committee. Almost nine out of ten 
men and women entering the forces 
in the younger age groups require 
dental traatment. 


Presents Problem 

The problem of 
presents will soon be with us 
again. Prices at the departmental 
st ‘es here have not fallen during 
the past year or two, and toys are 
in very short supply, the few that 
are available being four to six 
times the pre-war price.

STUDENTS’ FEES 


Evidence was given regarding 
matters raised in the report of three 
members of the Board to the 
Minister in connection with students’ 
fees. The report set out that the}: 
auditor had mentioned in his report 
of April, 1942, that it would appear 
to have been contemplated by the 
former committee that of the fees 
received from students, two-thirds 
should be retained by the R.M.S. 
and one-third by the Board, but no 
fees under this head appeared in the 
documents of the Board. The Audi- 
tor had gone on to say that the 
R.M.S. had produced a statement 
signed bY the extraordinary mem- 
bers of the Board. to the effect, that 
it was the practice of the former 
committee to permit him to receive} 
in full all such fees. 

Mr. Maurice Whyte, Registrar, 
said that, as regards the fees of pri- 
vate patients, when Dr. McSweeney 
was appointed R.M.S., the custom 
was for,the Registrar to keep a re- 
cord of all claims on the patients, 
and 25 per cent. of the private 
patients’ fees went to Dr. 
McSweeney. Up to April. 1941. Dr. 
McSweeney was getting the 25 per 
cent. to which he was entitled, but 
Dr. McSweeney then voluntarily re- 
duced his percentage. Patients’ up- 
keep had gone up in the hospital, 
owing to the increased cost of food. 
He would take none of the in- 
creased amount, so that his per- 
centage was not as high as 25. 


OUTLAY ON FOOD 


Dr. McSweeney gave évidence on 
a section of the report to the Minis- 
ter, which stated that the Auditor 
had drawn attention to what he 
considered undue expenditure on 
food-stuffs. Dr. McSweeney said that 
it was of the highest importance to 
ensure an adequate diet for the 
nursing staffs. because of the prin- 
ciple that the ultimate basis of in- 
fection was malnutrition. The 
slightest departure from adequate} 
nutrition, particularly in a growing 
adolescent surrounded by infection, 
would almost costainly lead to a 
considerable increase in infectious 
diseases. In Cork street they dealt 
with every normal type of infection. 


More Fresh Meat 
Being Exported 


Eire’s exports of fresh meat tv 
Eogan, which had declined pro- 
ressively since the months of the 

oot-and-mouth disease outbreak 
in 1941, are again on the up-grade. 
The weekly output of the factories 
engaged in the ‘industry now is so 
great that difficulty is being ex- 
perienced in securing the necessary 
shipping space for supplies. Even 
bacon factories are switching over 
to fresh meat production, so keen 
has been the demand from the 
British market. 

Carcases are shipped direct to 
the British Ministry of Food’s three 
main dépots at Manchester, Liver- 
pool and Cardiff. 

The reason given for the present 
boom is the abnormal fall in cattle 
prices in the Dublin Cattle Market 
and at- country fairs during the 
past few weeks. 

All the necessary arrangements 
are being attended to by the Eire 
Fresh Meat Exporters’ Committee, 
appointed by the Minister for Agri- 
culture under an Emergency Powers 
Order in 1941.
